TUB LATB BATTLB. 

[From the NauhviUe Union, JanuAtT »•] 

On yesterday morning we publiahed a 
statement, which was got from one of our 
exohanges, attributed to Capt Sheliha, a 
member of General Crittenden’s staff, which 
he thinks was mot aoourate, and he has 
therefore furnished us the subjoined eirenm- 
stantial aooount of the opperationa of the 
army, on the approach to the field of bat- 
tle at Fishing oreek, at the battle ground 
on the retreat, and in the intrenohment. ’ 

Capt. S. states that Gen. Crittenden’s 
forces left camp on Snnday morning, 12th 
last., marching in the following order, vis; 

1. Gen. F. K. Zolliooffer’s brigade, oom<® 
posed of Bledsoe’s independent cavalry 
company. Col. Stathom’s Fifiteenth Missis- 
sippi Regiment, commanded by Lieot. Col. 
Walthall; Colonel Battle’s Twentieth Ten- 
nessee Regiment; Col. Cummings’ Nine- 
teenth Tennessee Regiment; Col. Stanton’s 
Tennessee Regiment, and two seotions of 
Capt. Rutledge’s battery of artillery. 

2. Qen. Wm. U. Carroll’s Brigade, com- 
posed of Col. Murray’s, CoL Newman’s 
and Col. Powell’s Tennvssee regiments. Col. 
Wood’s Alabama regiment, one section of 
Capt. MoClung’s battery, Lieut. Colonel 
McClellan’s cavalry battalion and Brannsr’s 
oavalry. 

They marohed ahont nine miles ever a 
very heavy road. Bledsoe’s Indepsndent 
Cavalry, whioh was the advanoe of the 
army, was fired on at 10 minutes to 7 
o’clock. 

Zollicoffer’. infantry deployed as skir- 
mishers in the following order: The 16th 
Mississippi on the right, supported by Bat- 
tle’s; Cummings’ regiment on the left, sup- 
ported by Stanton’s; Rutledge’s artilley in 
the oenter. The formation of the ground 
was unfavorable for artillery maneuvers. 

Qen. ZoUiooffer fell abont 9 o’olook, and 
■oon afterward the regiments gave way to 
the superior numbers of the enemy. The 
men retreated within our breastworks, and 
the enemy pursued us without oavalry, and 
oommenoed a weil-direeted oannonada at 
3:30, F. M , whioh was kept up until dark, 
when they ceased firing. Our breastworks 
were then abandoned during the night lor 
want of supplies, there nut being a tingle 
day’s rations in oamp, except those pre- 
pared by the men before marching. We 
lost one piece of artillery on the field, tho 
hones being too muoh exhausted to extri- 
oate it from the mud. Eleven pieces were 
left during the night, for want of tnun- 
portation over the river. Most of our am- 
munition was lost. Many wagons were 
left for the same reason- Perhaps eight 
hundred horses were left or drowned in the 
effort to cross. All the oommissary aad 
quartermaster’s stores were destroyed by 
burning. The steamboat Noble Ellis was 
burned and the flatboats sank. The ene- 
my’s loss in killed and wounded was prob. 
ably greater than oars. 

More promptness in the execution of field 
maneuvers, a higher degree ef disoipliae, 
together with the proper means of distin- 
guishing friend from foe daring an notion, 
ore most sadly noTded. 

CoL White’s regiment was ordered from 
the left bank to the right after the men 
reached their inlrenohments from the battle 
field. Our force did not exceed 3,800. That 
of the enemy, judging from the report of the 
musketry, amounted, probably, to 8,000 
men. Their artillery was well served, and 
its range was greater than ours. It is im- 
possible to give an accurate list of the killed 
and wounded at present, in consequence of 
the enemy having possession of the battle 
field; and there being many stragglers ab- 
sent, whom it is impossible to classify.

THE SITUATION OF OOLUMUUS. 

The letter which we publish from our 
correspondent at Columbus, relating to 
the situation of that post, deserves more 
than a passing attention. This oommunity 
has reason to look to the defense of no posi- 
tion in the whole circle of Ihe war with 
more wakefnl vigilance and keener oon- 
oern than that oocupied by General Polk 
on the hights of Columbus. We can afford 
^indulge a comfortable sense of seonrity 
reference to the seaboard approaches 
to Now Orleans. We feel sure of our ability 
in defending the river against any fleet of 
the enemy attempting the capture of the 
city by way of the river from the sea. We 
realixe even a less degree of exposure upon 
any of the land approaches from the sea to 
the city. Fifty thousand men thrown upon 
them would be lost; to a hundred thonsand 
they would be impraotioable. But what is 
the fact in regard to the route down the 
river from ColumbnsT Should Columbus 
fall, what is to prevent the enemy from 
sweeping down the river with the immense 
fleet of gunboats and floating batteries 
which he has been ao long preparing at St. 
Louis and Cairo, and with a hundred thou- 
sand men under Halleok, to attack us on 
one side, while an expedition striking np 
from the sea would attack us on the other? 
Who can answer? Do effectnal defenses 
answer? Do preparations for defense in 
rapid progress answer? Where ore the de- 
fenses? Who is engaged in the prepara- 
tions? These questions admit af no satis- 
faotory answer. 

Our dependence at present for the safety 
of the city from the approach of a formiJo- 
ble expedition down the river, is upon 
Columbus That is the northern key to the 
Missitsippi delta. That in possession of the 
enemy, the floodgates of invasion will be 
opened. Our situation would not be hope- 
less, for the soul of Sonthern men, fighting 
a war of independence, must not dream of 
despair; but we would be oonfronted with 
terrible dangers, and the whole oonntry 
exposed to fearful evils. On one oondition 
only oon we realize a full assurance that 
suoh dangers will not ooour, and that snoh 
evils will never impend. That oondition is 
the impregnability of Gen. Polk’s position 
at Columbus. Bat it may be asked, is not 
that position already strong? Strong it 
undoubtedly bos been, as the enemy’s 
gnnboats that enoountered its batteries 
found out, and os his army at Belmont bit- 
terly disoovered. Strong it still is in point 
of its defensive works, in the resolution of 
its defenders, and the vigilance, prudenee, 
ability and energy of its commanding 
general. But in war strength is relative. 
The force under Qen. Polk’s oommand, it is 
to be feared, is not so large os it should be 
in view of the augmentation of the enemy’s 
force threatening his position. His foroe 
has been stationary while the enemy’s woe 
being inoreosed. He is soaroely in a sitna- 
aion to extend hii wings, id guard his 
flanks, and prevent his position from being 
turned by a column of the enemy pushing 
post his right. 

These reflections are not penned in the 
spirit of on alarmist, but that they ore ooU. 
ed for by the oooosion is suffioiently evinced 
by the foot that General Polk hoe sent on 
offieer to Louisiana and one to Miasiseippi, 
to urge upon the exeoutives of those States 
the importance to the secority of the Lower 
Misssissippi valley of a speedy reinforce- 
ment of his command. Captain Bernard 
Avegno, of this oity, entrusted with Gen. 
Polk’s oommunioation to Governor Moore, 
arrived yesterday, and hoe already had an 
interview with the Governor, who, we under- 
stand, will confer immediately with Gen. 
Lovell on the subject of the oommnnioation. 
Qen. Trudeau, who has charge of the heavy 
artillery at Columbus, is also in the oity, and 
oorroborates all the apprehensions ex- 
pressed in the foregoing remarks. Is it 
not possible to send five thousand men from 
this city to Gen. Polk’s reinforoement? It 
is safe to say, perhaps, that a muoh larger 
number oduld be spared at present, espe- 
oioUy u they oonld be speedly returned by 
railroad, in cose of any emergenoy whioh 
is now not foreseen. At all events, Colom. 
bus demands ihe earnest attention of our 
authorities. The enemy is making a lost 
effort, and we should be ready to meet it 
ettsctuolly everywhere, but above all to 
meet it sffeotually at Columbus. We l^vt 
only to stand oar ground for sixty days, 
and the enemy will sink in sxhaostion and 
dsspoir. But he will drink new hope and 
life for on indefinite prolongation of the 
war if wo foil to stand our groond at Co- 
lomboi.

THE BUPPESeBID DISPATCH. ■. 

The Trent affair is prevented dying out ' 
by tke oontrevereies in the London papers 
toaohing the eendoet of our Qovemment in 
reference to a paoifio oommenioation made 
on the 21et of December by llr. Adams to 
Earl Ruaeell. That commnnioation was 
certainly intended to be oonciliatory, and, 
if poeeible, to avert from Ike Federalists 
tbs anger of Great Britain. That was tke 
intention. Earl Roseell may have oonsid- 
erad it in another light, and, therefore, 
making aeenranoe doubly sure, took no note 
of it, hat rontinned tke dispatch of troops 
and ships to tke American waters. There 
would be nothing unnatural in supposing 
that Lord Russell deemed war ineyuable; 
bet the Auerioans kaving rendered war 
impoeeible, tke Qovemment organs in this 
country endeavored to eupprese Mr. Adams’ 
eommnaication. One denied that it ever 
existed; another maintained that it contain- 
ed nothing of a conciliatory character. Min- 
isters, anticipating interrogations when 
Parliament meets, poblisked Mr. Seward’s 
letter, Earl Roseell'e letter, and Mr. Seward's 
protest Common people having now read 
these doenmeniB, will be disposed to think 
that sufficient attention bad not been paid 
to Mr. Adams’ oommunioaiion. The eon- 
■erraUve journals kaye, of oourse, taken 
tkia view of the case, and possibly the 
oonservativc party, when Parliament meets, 
may follow iheir example. “The more we 
consider tke suppreaaion,” says (he Stand- 
ard, *‘as it may be justly called, of Mr. 
Reward’s dispatoh, of the ilOth November, 
by our Oovernmeut, the more flagrant doea 
the ontrage on the public appear. Here 
was a people emarting under an insult 
offsfed to its flag by a marauding commo- 
dore, and eager, above all things, to know 
whether the Amerioan Cabinet sanctioned 
or autkorited the piratical act. The Qov- 
erament of Washington take the earliest 
opportunity to commuaioale to their minis- 
ter in Loudon the paoifio intelligenoe that 
the acixure of Messrs. Blidall and Mason, 
and their aecretaries, an board the Trent, 
wae not ordered by them, but emanated 
solely from Captain Wilkes. And, farther, 
that they felt disposed to treat any reasoii- 
able demand for reparation by the Court 
of 8t. James with the meet friendly 
and fsTorable feeling. The dispatch of 
Mr. Seward bears dat^ the oOih of Novem- 
ber, a few days after the arrival, in Boeton 
harbor, of the San Jacinto, with the Southern 
oommiseionera on board. As the language 
it employs in reference to the capture ia of 
the utmost importaaoe, we think it neeeesary 
to give Mr. Seward'e exact expressions.” 
The expressions were, no doubt, intended to 
commit tke question ur diepute to diplomatic 
aouoB. “No doubt can hardly be entertain- 
ad,” says the Staadard, in continuation, 
“that the dispatch, acoordtng to its direc- 
tion, was read to Earl EuaaeU, and heoame 
a subject of deliberation in the Cabinet. 
This occurred on the llilh or 20th nit. 
if the fact needed eonfimiatioB, we have it 
in that sure index of favorable news daring 
the time of perplexity — vit., the purohase of 
stock ts a large extent by persons gen- 
erally nnderetood to aot from exclusive 
intelligence. Rut not only were oity 
articles affected by this gratifying in- 
dication; a kind of rumor also got afloat at 
Lke West End, in the olubs, and thence
